Priority

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed 6/29/2005 is statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and fonnat for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

Title headings are missing. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 5 recites "the revolving ring 16" and "the segment 16"; however, both 
statements cannot be correct. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Where a claim 
sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 



separated by a line indentation. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. . 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the axis" in line 6, "the coupling stage" in line 68, 
"the rotation plane" in line 18. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

Claim 1 recites "two tubular fitting parts", and "a first fitting part" and "a second 
fitting part", but are the two tubular fitting parts the same as the first and second fitting 
parts. 

Claim 1 recites "it", but it is not clear to the Examiner what "it" is. 

Claim 1 recites "said first lever (22) being made up of a radially more external 
part (24) and of a radially more internal part (25)"; however, it is not clear to the 
Examiner what a radially more external part and of a radially more internal part is 
referencing. Is the radially more external part positioned radially away from the two 
tubular fittings, the revolving ring, or something else? Is the radially more internal part 
positioned radially towards the two tubular fittings, the revolving ring, or something else? 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1. would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to disclose a quick-coupling and quick-release 
connector comprising a first and second tubular fitting parts fastened by a plurality of 
locking segments circumferentially distributed in a plane perpendicular to the axis of the 
fitting parts and radially movable in slots of an axial projecting portion of a first fitting; a 
revolving ring working on the locking segments to move them either into at least one 
radial seat of the projecting portion of the second fitting part, or to house them in their 
own radial seats; two hydraulic cylinder arranged substantially at 180° from one another 
and reacting between the first fitting part and said revolving ring, and arranged to react 
between a first lever fastened to the first fitting part and a second lever fastened to the 
revolving ring, wherein first lever is a radially more external part and of a radially more 
internal part connected by a modifiable articulation.
